I, Mauricio Hernandez, declare as follows: 

1 . I am a co-invcntor of the invention claimed in the above-captioned U.S. patent application. 

2. I am one skilled in the art both by virtue of my current inventorship and by the following 
experience and education: I have a Ph.D. in Computer Science (Columbia University, 1996) andhave worked in 
Database research for 1 3 years. Schema Mapping technology has been my research focus since I joined IBM 
Research in 1999. 

3 . Dcpledge ct al. is directed to maintaining a "bitmapped" index in a RDBMS having one and only 
one schema. People skilled in the art would not equate the relationship between the relational data and its index 
with the relationship between two different database schema? as prescribed by a mapping, Tn other words, the 
skilled artisan would not regard an index in a RDBMS to be one type of "schema" while the data represented by the 
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index is another type of "schema". Moreover, the two things are not even remotely used for the same purpose, 
because an index structure is built to provide quick access to the underlying data whereas a schema mapping i$> on 
the other hand, a relationship between two or more database schemas that is used to derive a transformation query 
that translates data represented in one relational schema to data tn the other relational schema. 

4. Moreover, Depledge et a), has nothing to do with the grouping of value correspondences. More 
particularly, grouping two value correspondences such as ''Employee. SSN->PeronsJD" and "Employee,NAM£~ 
>Pcxson,N AME" into the same query means constructing a query thai moves *pairs* of SSN and NAME value 
from Employee into Person, whereas a query supported by Depledge et aL (such as SELECT * FROM 
EMPLOYEE WHERE NAME= h John" or NAMB= n Mary" simply uses a bitmapped" index to find all the records 
in EMPLOYEE that either have "John" or "Mary" as their NAME value — and has nothing with schema mapping. 

5. I hereby declare that all statements made herein of my own knowledge are true and that all 
statements made on information and belief are believed to be true; and farther that these statements were made with 
the knowledge thai willful false statements and the like so made are puni&habte by fine or imprisonment, or both, 
under Section 1 001 of Title 1 8 of the United State Code and that such wiUful, false statements may jeopardize the 
validity of the application or any patent issued thereon.
